Berkeley this year 
slashed 5.8 percent off its

Taxes in Oakland dropped 
2.37 percent, to leave the 
rate at $14.723 for the cur- 
rent year, approximately 84 
cents over the Albany rate. 


“Our people are paying 
more taxes’’, Ellen Zapata, 
Albany city treasurer, ad- 
mitted today, “but the bulk 
of this increase must be at- 
tributed to the incredible in- 
flation rate the nation is ex- 
periencing. 


“Inflation is not the only 
factor in our expanded as- 
sessment rolls, however. 
Several major construction 
projects during the past 
several years have greatly 
increased the base values. 


“A case in point is the 
Gateview Apartment com- 
plex on Pierce, just east of 
the freeway. I don’t have a 
definite figure on Gateview, 
but I’d put its assessed 
value, very roughly, in the 
neighborhood of $5 million. 
That project, alone, would 
account for nearly one-third 
of th essment licrease 
during the past four years, if 
the estimate is correct.” 


Albany assessments in 
fiscal 1973-74 were 
$34,556,304. In ’74-’75 the fi- 
gure went to $36,471,197, 
rose to $41,740,835 in ’75-’76, 
and this year hit an all-time 
high of $49,194,897. 


A nation-wide slowdown 
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Human Relations Board 


ALBANY — Either Vice 
Mayor Pat Griffin or Coun- 
cilman Robert Luoma will 
speak in favor of the prop:
